ANOTHER BIG FAILURE 


First National Bank of A lle­ 
gheny 
Decides 
to 
D is­ 
continue Business. 


Pittsburg, Oct. 22.—In a statement issued 
to day after aprotracted meeting of offi­ 
cers and directors of the clearing hou.se 
committee Vice Pre.^ident Stoney of the 
First National bank of Allegheny says its 
directors have decided to make applica­ 
tion to the comptroller of currency to take 
steps to place the bank in vonmtary liqui­ 
dation. 


The reason assigned for the action Is be­ 
cause of rumors that the bank was con­ 
nected with the Federal National, which 
closed its doors yesterday, 
Stoney says 
the reports have created such wide diis- 
trust and caused a run on the First Na­ 
tional that the officers believe it is their 
duty to place the bank in liquidation. He 
says the bank, has ample assets to pay all 
depositors and leave a handsome surplus 
for shareholders. 
The First National is 
one of the largest banking institutions in 
Allegheny, being organized in 1864; has a 
capital of $350,000, surplus of $100,000 and 
undivided profits of $35,000. Deposits Sept. 
0 were about $3,000,000. 


In accordance with action of the direct­ 
ors the doors of the First National did not 
open for business to day. 
At nine, the 
u.sual hour of opening the bank, a small 
crowd of depositor.^ gathered in front of 
the building, but there was no excitement. 
It is generally believed among bankers 
and financiers no further trouble will fol­ 
low. The stock exchange has decide.d that 
■for the. balance of the week no bank or 
trust stock .shall be dealt in. 


Thè application to go into voluntary li­ 
quidation cannot be considered by the 
comptroller of curency until the bank has 
been officially examined and its condition 
a.scertained. Deputy Comptroller of Cur­ 
rency Lyons is now in charge. He stated 
as soon as assets are realized depositors 
will be paid off dollar for dollar. 


Le Seueur, Minn., Oct. 22.—The Farmers’ 
and Merchant.s’ bank, a private institu­ 
tion, closed to day. 
Liabilities, $50,000. 
The bank w'as not licensed under state 
law’s and had no capital stock. 


IN FAVOR OF BISHOP 


Belleville, 111., Oct. 22.—By virtue of the 
decision of Justice Wangelin, Father Jo- 
.seph Maszotas must surrender possession 
of the Lithuanian church property at 
East St. Ijouis to Bishop Jan.s.sen. 
The 
justice decided the bishop’s suit of eject­ 
ment against the priest in the bi.shop's 
favor. Maszotas’ attorney took an appeal 
to the circuit court, thereby assuring the 
priest possession of the property until 
Jan. 11. 
Bishop Janssen removed Father 
Maszota.s July 1, 1903, and ordered him to 
surrender the church property, which the 
bi.shop claimed in fee simple. The priest 
declined to give up either his charge or 
the property. The case was fought out in 
the ecclesia.stical courts, finally reaching 
the papal delegate, Monsignor Falconlo at 
Washington, who decided in favor of the 
bishop. 


ASSAULTED EXPRESS MESSENGER. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct, 22.—Arthur Carpen­ 
ter and Frederick Avery, New York Cen­ 
tral railroad trainmen, are under arrest 
here charged with assault and attempted 
robbery of Express Messenger Miller in 
his car while the train was nearing Scheiv 
ectady to day, Millei* was badly bc^aten, 
but continued on to New York.

They entered 
the express car and, it is alleged, sud­ 
denly assaulted Miller with a blackjack.

M other Country Paid No A tten­ 


tion to Tlieir Protest to the 
Members 
of 
the

From the United States. 


Ottawa, 
Ont., 
Oct. 
22.—The 
Alaska 
boundary correspondence was laid before 
the house to day. It consists of messages 
between the colonial office, W’'ashington 
and Ottawa. 
The correspondence shows 
Canada agreed to submit the question to 
jurists of repute and protested strongly 
when Root, Lodge and Turner were ap­ 
pointed by the United States, 
The col­ 
onial office expressed its regrets and then 
urged acceptancc of these gentlemen rath­ 
er than breaking off 
of 
negotiations. 
Chamberlain asked Canada’s consent to 
this, but apparently without watting for 
that con.sent to tie given. Sir Michael Her­ 
bert, 
for 
England, 
and Hay, for the 
United States, signed the treaty. 
There 
was nothing for Canada to do then but 
protest and agree. 


In fhe senate Sir MacKenzie Bowell, 
dl.scu,ssing the award, .said it was unfor­ 
tunate that in every ca.se when negotia­ 
tions have taken place 
between 
the 
United States and England where Canada 
was affected United States diplomats had 
succeeded in .securing islands which >com- 
mand most important points of the do- 
minien. 
There was the island right op­ 
posite the harbor of Port Arthur, In case 
of difficulty, he .said, that i.sland would 
have to be .secured by the British people, 
for if fortified it would command entrance 
to that harbor. Unle.ss that was done the 
United States could .secure it and with 
guns they have at present would be able 
to destroy the w^hole connection between 
the east and west. It was the same with 
the island of San Juan, another secured 
by treaty negotiation. “Now,” .said Mac- 
ivenzie, “the United States will command 
Fort Simp.son, 
In every case Canadian 
intere.sts were sacrificed,” 
’ ' :

Senator MacMullen .said the decision 
would create as much dissatisfaction in 
Canada as there w'as in the Trahsvaal and 
in Ireland. 


A COMPROMISE. 


London, Oct. 22.—Upon leaving Liver­ 
pool to day A. B. Aylesworth, one of the 
Canadian commi.ssioners, said In justifica­ 
tion of his refusal to sign the award: 
“It was more of a compromi.se than judi­ 
cial decision. 
Its effect will be that do­ 
minion goods traversing the disputed ter­ 
ritory must pay high tariff duties to the 
United States. 
Canadians feel to keenly 
on this subject that, although there will 
be no cry of ^separation, they probably 
will demand a large pow'er of self-govern- 
ment in order to prevent a repetition of 
Such decisions.” 


LITTLE INFORMATION. 


St. Petefsburg, Oct,.^.—A request of the 
Associated Press to é iÿ for a. statement 
from the foreign office indicating Russia’s 
position in connection with the far eastern 
question elicited dnly significant reading 
of a less reassuring dispatch from Tokio.

PRESENTED PR ESID EN T OF 
SANTO DOMINGO. 


Informe«! if Dom inicans D esire 
to M aintain Friends^^p o f the 
United States They M ust Ijlve 
Up to Their Obligations. 


San Domingo, Republic of Santo Do­ 
mingo. Oct. 22,—United States Minister 
Powell delivered at the national palace an 
autograph letter from President Roose­ 
velt congratulating Gen. Wos Gil upon 
his election as constitutional president of 
the republic. Powell in the course of his 
remark.s, referred to the kind wishes of 
the president and people of the United 
States for the prosperity of the Domini­ 
can republic, adding that if Dominicans 
desired to maintain this friendship it was 
necessary for the government of Santo 
Domingo to live up to its obligations and 
carry out fully its agreements. 
Powell 
pointed out the Washington government 
did not seek to destroy the autonomy of 
this republic and was ready in case of 
necessity to protect Its territorial rights, 
but the United State.s would not inter­ 
fere to pretect Santo Domingo again.st its 
lawful creditors. 


President Gil replied that Santo Do­ 
mingo Intended to act in complete accord 
with its powerful neighbor, and .said it 
was the government’s intention to .settle 
all differences amicably. He thanked the 
American minister for kind words con­ 
veyed to him from President Roosevelt 
and said he was glad to know Roosevelt 
desired the prosperity of Dominica and its 
people.

This 
m eins that General Black intends to 
commit the Grand ’'Army of the Re­ 
public to a campaign for the addition 
of at least 300,000 names to the 1,000,- 
000 already on.the pension rolls. 


ï-he commissioner of pensions, Mr. 
W«w, estim ates the number of sur- 
vivors ©f the civil war who are not 
now drawing pensloiis at more than 
200,OW. 
He says they may number 
225,000. 
If the proportion of widows 
to inrvlvorSfis as great as w as the pro 
portion of widows to survivors at the 
com ^ on d in g date . after the Mexican 
war, there are probably a few more 
than 100.000 widows of civil w'ar yet^ 
erans who are not now drawing pen­ 
siona. 
It is difi&cult to estimate what 
proportion of the survivors are sixty- 
t^ o years old or more, but it is quite 
probable that enough are of that age 
to> bring the total number of new pen­ 
sioners, including the widows, up to 
about 300,000. 


The amount that this would add to 
the ahnual pension expenditures 'would 
dei>eud upon the rate of pension to be 
allowed. 
If a service pension law; 
should be enacted it is safe to say that 
the rate would not be less than $G a 
month, or $72 n year. At this rate the 
addition of ííüO,üOO names to the roll 
would add $21,000,000 to the annual 
expenditures. 


.Advocates of a service pension for 
the civil war would hardly, however, 
be contentetl witli such a beggarly git 
tance as $0 a uioutli. especially in view 
of the fact tliut the Inst congress iu- 
ereased the rate of pension for siir- 
v ivo» of the Mexican >var to $12 a 
moqth, or $144 a yeai-. 
It is certain 
te a t congresfs would not give the sur- 
ylvors of the civil war a service pen- 
«ion of $12 a month. 


It is probable that if such a, pension 
Should be pl'OVided for the rate would 
be $8 a month. This woúíd Invóh'fe in-« 
creasing tlie pensions of 37,748 pension-' 
ers who are no\v drawing less than $8 
a month and ivould bring thé aiMitíon- 
á r éxperiditui’es- up to approximately’ 
$30,000.000.

After referring to several specific case.s 
where “members who had sold their honor 
for money had been tried and expelled 
with commendable zeal,’* the grand ma.s- 
ter concluded, “the edict has gone forth 
that tho boodlers must go.” 


ARE USING BRICK. 


A good reform has been instituted 
by the mayor and board of local im­ 
provement in substituting brick for 
lumber in making street crossings. 
The use of boards either for sidewalks 
or crossings is to be deprecated and 
should not be resorted to except in 
case of necessity. 
There are some 
streets on which it seems unavoidable 
to use this kind of material, but it 
is a fruitful source of trouble. Per­ 
sons will stub their toes or stick iii 
a crevice and forthwith the city is 
called on to defend a thousand dollar 
damage suit in addition to all the ex­ 
pense of keeping the walks in re­ 
pair. The change to brick is to be 
commended.

The horse-owning public of Jack­ 
sonville

against the danger of their animals 
contracting glanders, the worst dis­ 
ease known to horse flesh, from al­ 
lowing them to drink at public water­ 
ing troiiglis. 
Horsemen and veter­ 
inarians who have been studying the 
m atter for a couple of years have 
come to the almost indisputable con­ 
clusion that a niunber of cases of 
glanders which caused the death of 
horses in this city or county could be 
traced directly to infection at one of 
the street troughs or watering bowls, 
where horses of all kinds have free 
access. 


Glanders, as all horsemen know, is 
a very higlily contagious disease. Its 
chief symptoms, after it has reached 
an advanced stage, is 
a discharge 
from the animal’s nose and a swelling 
of the glands of the throat and neck. 
The horse may suffer a long time 
with the disease in a semi-dominant 
stage before these symptoms appear, 
and after they become pronounced 
there is practically no use of further i 
j,

Discharge from a 
diseased horse which drinks at such 
a place may be lodged on the edge of 
the basin, or even left in the water 
istelf, which being drunk by the next 
animal to approach the trough, goes 
directly into the system of the latter. 
The gastric secretions are a deadly 
foe to the germ of glanders, 
but 
where a large quantity of water is 
drunk 'there is always danger of the 
infection being carried on into the 
intestines, where it gets in its deadly 
work. There is of course nothing in 
the w’ater itself to cause danger to 
horses, except as it receives particles 
lischarged from other diseased ani­ 
mals.
